Canada’ s Cup of Te 


Canadians consume about four 
pounds of tea per person every year, 
standing fourth among the princi- 
pal tea-drinking peoples of the. world, 


. 


Canada’s per capita average is less” 


than half that of Britain, but more 
than the United States average con- 


sumption, In prewar years, one dol- ' 


lars worth of tea per annum went 
into every individual Canadian’s tea 
pot, but with the postwar price rise 
of 85 per cent, the average tea bill 
is now considerably higher. 

India is Canada’s main source of 
tea imports, although large quanti- 
ties are .purchased from Ceylon. 
Prior to the wer, the tea gardens of 
Japan provided a fair proportion of 


this country’s imports of green or - 


unfermented teas, while we bought 
the black varieties from India and 
Ceylon, 


The main types of commercial tea, 
black, oolong, green and brick, re- 
sult principally from variations in 
the manufacturing process, rather 
than from differences in the types of 
tea bushes, The leaves are fermented 
in manufacturing black tea, partially 
fermented in the production of 0o- 
long tea, and unfermented in manu- 
facturing green tea. Brick tea is pre- 
pared and pressed into tablet’ form 
by Ghina for the. Russian market. 
The main output of black tea comes 
Bast Indies and Mast Africa, and the 
leading consumer is Great Britain. 
Green tea is' produced mainly in 
China and Japan, and ig consumed 
principally in the United States, the 
Levant, North Africae, Russia and 
Afghanistan Oolong tea ia manufac- 
tured in China and Formosa, and is 
consumed mainly in the United Sta- 
tes. Almost the entiré Canadian con- 
sumption is of black tea. 


Afbout. 80 per cent of alt tea exports 
originate in India, Ceylon ang the 
Netherlands East Indies, and almost 
55 per cemt of the total goes bo the 
United Kingdom, Tea represents an 
important source of income for the 
principal producers, accounting for 
60 per cent of the total value of ex-

Tillage and Soil ‘thoetilios 


B, B. Martin, Extension Agricul- 
tural Engineer, Albérta Department 
of Agriculture, gays that correct 
Choice and proper opdration of till- 
agre implements is essential to a 
sound soil conservation programme. 
The danger of dust storms is not 
confined to the southern part of the 
prairie provinces. One of the worst 
dust storms in Alberta last year oc- 
curred in the Peace River area, Fac- 
tors responsible for wind erosion in- 
chide the use of tillage implements 
that bury the trash and pulverize the 
soil rather than leaving it in a lumpy 
condition, Surface tillage is now prac 
tised extensively in Southern Alberta 
and to a lesser extent in other parte 
of the province. 

Surface tillage means the use of 
implements that kill weed growth 
and at the same time leave the weed 
and stubble trash anchored on the 
surface—where it provides valuable 
protection against wind, blistering 
sun or beating rain. The . one-way 
disc, blade and rod weeders, and cul- 
tivators are the implements used. 
They mist be used correctly, The 
one-way disc in particular, can be 
very damaging if operated too fast 
or too often over the same piece of 
ground. To be on the safe side the 
speed of the one-way disc should not 
exceed 4 miles per hour,

The chemical is zine 
dimethyl dithiocarbamate, a close 
relative of ferric dimethyl dithiocar- 
bamate the outstanding control for 
tobacco blue moki, cabbage 
mildew and many other plant dis- 
eases. 

Pregent recommendations call for 

alternate applications with tribasic 
copper sulphate, a fixed copper. At 
least four applications should ihe 
made at 7 to 10 day intervals with the 
first being zinc dimethyl dithiocar- 
bamate applied about 30 daye after 
blossoming. 
' Both chemicals can be applied as 
a spray or dust, depending on the 
type of equipment available, Experii- 
ments show good control’ can be hadi
